Burglaries continue 
despite several

Burglarics and break-ins in Wil 
mington have increased by 6% 
percent from September 30, 1988 
to September 30, 1989, leading 
Wilmington police to beef up 
enforcement efforts in town. In 
previous years, there had been a 
steady decline in home break-ins 
from 206 in 1979 to 59 in 1988 

According to Polfté Chief Bobby 
Stewart, a special investigative and 
enforcement effort is being made to 
address increases in this crime. He 
said a core group of officers, under 
Lt. Robert LaRivec, have been 
focusing on a plan of action to 
control the “drastic” increase in 
home break-ins. Personnel assigned 
to the investigation include Sgt 
George Shepard, Insp. Michact 
McKenna, Insp. Michacl Celata, 
Insp. Mark Jepson, and Officer 
Chris Neville. In addition, the pat 
rol division, directed by Command 
Sgt. James Palmer, is a major part 
of the department's effort 

Chief Stewart told the Town 
Crier at least three difterent gangs 
have been operating locally, in 
cluding the much-publicized "Wil 
mington Posse.” The gangs arc 
made up of young adults in their 
late teens and carly twenties. Wil 
mington has also been hit by 
offenders from Boston, Lawrence, 
and Lynn, Stewart said

Their enthusiasm is contagious. 
They march around the room in 
ime to the music, bean bags shak- 
ing, fect stomping, as they do the 
Bean Bag Rock.

These youngsters are part of a 
brand new preschool program at 
Wilmington High. Primarily open 
to Wilmington children aged three 
to five, the program offers a vari- 
ety of Ieaming and fun-type acti- 
vities as well as an abundance of 
love and care from teachers and 
helpers alike 

Overseeing the ambitious venture 
are Special Education Director 
Cleo Fredette and Robert Arse 
nault, principal at the Wildwood 
School. Both men share the young- 
sters’ enthusiasm as they explain 
how the “high quality” program 
works. 

"The beauty of the program is 
there are three components work- 
ing *closely together,” explains 
Arsenault, These three compo- 
nents, adds Fredette, are what make 
the Wilmington program unique. 

There is the SEEM preschool, 
comprised of children with severe 
disabilities such as developmental 
delays, seizure disorders, and 
speech problems. The youngsters 
belong to the SEEM Collaborative 
and may come from neighboring 
towns as well as Wilmington 
Though there is a capacity for 18 
preschoolers in the sunny room 
towards the front of the school, 
currently nine children take advan 
tage of this local program. Debbie 
Parzaile assumes dutics as the 
SEEM teacher while Cindy Walk. 
ing, a nurse and paraprofessional, 
helps out 

Across the hall is the integrated 
preschool, which is open to both 
regular children and special needs 
youngsters who can function in an 
integrated setting. A total of 24 
students are in this program 
Though more applicants signed up 
for the preschool, only 24 names 
were drawn lottery fashion for this 
year. Marybeth Smith is the class- 
room teacher. 

A third and vital component is the 
high school students who come 
from Janet Altibello's carly child 
hood class, The students help out in 
all arcas of the program and, at the 
same time, receive on the job 
ning and direction for their own 
futures, Some, like Brenda Albert 
son, Kerri Butler, an@ Heather 
Ryle, already know they will be 
pursuing careers in daycare or with 
children, This is a reinforcing ex 
perience for them. Others, like 
Robin Fisher, are still undecided 
For Robin, this is a once-in 
a-lifetime opportunity to sort out 
her own feelings and sce what 
direction her life will take upon 
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While the SEEM youngsters 
attend school five days a week in 
the morning and afternoon, those in 
the integrated setting only attend 
Mondays through Thursdays in the 
morning. Friday is left open for 
home visitation and weekly review

An unforeseen problem has de- 
veloped in Wilmington, resulting in 
a negative free cash figure of 
$127,000 for FY 1990. 

According to Town Manager 
Buzz Stapczynski, that means the 
$127,000 will be deducted from 
surplus funds at the end of the 
current 1990 fiscal year. If there is 
no free cash left after the surplus 
funds from the various departments 
are subtracted, Wilmington could 
go into FY1991 with a $127,000 
deficit 

The problem, Stapczynski told se- 
lecimen Monday night, was dis 
covered by Town Accountant 
Michacl Morris, Morris was work 
ing on an internal audit when he 
found that two warrants for July 
1986 were not accounted for. The 
total from the two missing warrants 
came out to $428,000, which was 
deducted in FY1989 from the 
adjusted $300,000 estimated free 
cash figure. In reality, the 
28,000 “problem” should have 
been taken care of in FY 1987 and 
accounted against fiscal 1988's free 
cash. The certified free cash figure 
in FY 1988 was at an “all-ume high’ 
of $1.3 million, the town mar 
said. 

Stapezynski explained that it's not 
surprising that something “fell be 
tween the cracks" during the un 
frame in question. He said t

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Dear Larz: 

On November 4, 1989 a Special 
Town Election will be held to 
exempt the debt of the Wilmington 
High School heating system from 
the limits of Proposition 2 1/2. The 
price tag for this project is 
$852,000. This is bascd on the 
actual price, from competitive bids 
received on October 13, 1989. The 
average cost to our taxpayers will 
be $14.80 for the first year. This 
based on a home valued at 
$180,000, multiplied by eight cents 
per thousand. This $14.80 sum will 
decrease annually to $9.00 over the 
10 year life of the bond issue. 

As you know, the three boilers in 
the high school are 39, 35 and 31 
years old respectively, They have 
been repaired and well maintained. 
They have served the facility well.

Recently Mr. Tony Capuano of 
Wilmington brought a serious 
traffic hazard to your attention 
because the nearly 300 residents of 
Salem Sucet have been unable to

get our town officials to act 
decisively after one and a half years 
of trying. 

I have lived in Wilmington for 
more than 35 years, and at my 
present address for 12 years. The 
traffic has increased dramatically 
on this narrow winding residential 
street and I have seen several 
accidents occur in front of my 
home, including one in which a 
young girl on a bicycle had her 
pelvis smashed by a speeding car. A 
few hundred yards away a young 
child on a tricycle was killed by a 
car. 

Nowswe have huge, overloaded 
speeding (50 mph in a 25 mph 
zone) trucks night and day, 
Saturdays and Sundays, as well as 
weekdays, using our strect as a 
shortcut from Interstates 495 and 
93 to Route 38. So many children 
live and play on Salem Street (1 
have two children, Amalia, three 
and Kenneth a year and a half) that 
we fear for their safety 

Most of the houses are very close 
to Salem Street, and they literally 
shake when these heavy cement and 
gasoline trucks speed by. For a 
while the local police were active in 
enforcing existing laws to curtail 
the problem, especially after Mr 
Capuano documented and 
presented the problem so well at 
several town mectings, There arc, 
however, some local businesses that 
have a vested interest in using this 
shortcut, and they have used their 
local political influence to 
neutralize the progress that had 
been made by so much effort. 

Since the recent local elections, 
the truck problem has become 
worse than ever and the police are 
conspicuously absent. Mr, Capuano 
was singled out and harassed by an 
anonymous” complaint about his 
fence filed on behalf of the town. 
Although he successfully defended 
himself in court and the complaint 
was dismissed, we feel we have 
reached an impasse 

Would you please help us to get 
these trucks off our street before 
another child is killed or maimed? 
Mr. Capuano can provide you with 
ample documentation of the 
problem, as well as the names and 
addresses of the other concerned 
Salem Street residents. | will 
continue to support any efforts to 
prevent another tragedy and assist 
you and your staff as much as I can 
in this matter.

Officials vote roadblock 
on plans for interchange 


by Arlene Surprenant 

Its rare when local citizens as 
well as town and state officials 
agree on anything. On Monday 
night, neighbors in the West Strect 
area were heartened by assurances 
from Wilmington selectmen and 
members of the town's legislative 
delegation that they favored no 
major changes to the 1-93/Rt.129 
Interchange. Officials said they 
would only support the widening of 
the West Street and Lowell Street 
intersection to allow for better 
right hand turns. An overflow 
crowd cheered the news. 

The interchange project has a 
long history dating back more than 
20 years. The state originally pro- 
posed a bleeder lane and an access 
ramp to 1-93. That proposal was 
changed to a full cloverleaf design 
by 1-93 to resolve arca traffic pro: 
biems. Approximately two million 
dollars has been spent on land 
takings in the agea and at least one 
million spent on survey work 
according to Rep. James Miceli 

Some years back traffic signals 
were installed at the intersection, 
which residents say has helped case 
the waffic situation. The project 
stalled unexpectedly when it was 
learned the cloverleaf design im: 
pacts wetlands. 

Recently, the project became a 
"hot" issue again because of a 
multi-million dollar office park 
slated to be built in Woburn 
casterly of Route 93, with access 
from West Strcet in Wilmington. 
That project, Inwood Office Park, 
is being developed by the Trust 
Company of the West (TCW). In 
Jorder to move the project forward, 
TCW hired consultant Bruce 
Campbell to come up with a new 
design for the interchange, which 
has since been picked up by the state 
Department of Public Works, 
Campbell's design features a partial 
cloverleaf which reduces impact to 
the wetlands. 

If Campbell's nis used, it 
would be possible for TCW to 
increase the size of its office space 
from 390,000 square fect to 
850,000 square fect. Because the 
only access road would be in 
Wilmington, selectmen and others 
have opposed the increase in size

and Campbell's design saying Wil- 
mington would bear a heavy 
burden in additional traffic. 

Rep. Miceli told residents he had 
already informed the DPW and the 
Federal Highway Administration 
that the partial cloverleaf design 
does little to resolve traffic pro- 
blems in Wilmington. At one point 
he stated, "as far as I'm concerned, 
it should be a dead issue.” 

Rep. Augusto Grace noted be- 
cause of a backlog of state projects, 
money for a project this size would 
most likely be unavailable 

"I'd just as soon can it right now 
The state's in trouble. The town's in 
trouble, Where's the money com 
ing from?” asked selecuman Chester 
Bruce. 

Others spoke, as well, against the 
proposed changes to the intersce 
tion, They applauded the taffic 
signals, which they said are cur 
rently handling traffic flow. Se 


lectman Jim Stewart pointed out if 
the state decides to use a partial 
cloverleaf, it will have" "defeated 
the purpose of the eatire proposal. 

Several neighbors, like Jer 
Tully of the South Wilmington Be! 
terment Association, were out- 
spoken both against the length of 
time they had lived with the 
proposal and the new design. 

"Without a full clovericaf, there's 
no possible reason for this to be 
built. It’s just a complete hindrance. 
It's just not needed,” Tully said. 

When Stewart asked for a com 
mitment that the DPW would drop 
the interchange project if the town 
decides against it, legislators said it 
was their fecling that “significant 
opposition could halt the proposal. 
The board voted unanimously to 
oppose the project, with the cx 
ception of the road widening to 
facilitate right hand turns. Those in

Governor Michael Dukakis‘ 
handling of the state's budget crisis 
came under fire Monday night as 
both Wilmington selectmen and 
state legislators discussed steps be- 
ing taken to alleviate the problem. 

James Miceli said that "not 
once” did Dukakis propose cutting 
anything but human services-and 
education in discussions with House 
members.

Housing authority told 
to delay applications

In an effort to clarify some recent 
information, housing authority dir: 
ector Ella Belmore told selectmen 
Monday, at the direction of the 
state, her board did not apply for 
funds for 11 units in Shawsheen 
River Estates. Belmore explained 
that the housing authority was told 
it could only apply for funds once 
construction of the 220 unit project 
gets underway 
Under HOP (Homeownership 
Opportunity Program) guidelines, 
the local housing authority is 
entitled to purchase a portion of 
units in state subsidized housing 
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projects for rent to low income 
families. 

Selectman Jim Stewart said he 
was unhappy with Belmore’s news 
since it will create problems for the 
lottery process to choose owners 
for the affordable units. 

Belmore also informed sclectmen 
the WHA is only required to take 
over five percent of the units 
during the first phase of con- 
struction, Proponent Jay Tighe said « 
earlier the state wants to build all 
the housing authority units in the 
first phase instead of spreading 
them over a three year period in, 
three phases. 

According to Belmore, the Exe- 
cutive Office ef Communities and 
Development plans to review which 
affordable housing projects it will 
fund in the future. In addition, she 
said, EOCD and HOP officials will 
meet in another month to set down 
their‘priorities,

Dear Jock: 

1am 10 years old and I play soccer. 
I can kick the ball real far. When the 
ball comes to me and I try to stop it 
with my foot or leg, it bounces too 
far away from me and someone else 
gets it. How can I stop the ball so that 
it doesn't bounce too far and I can 
play it? 

Barry 

Dear Barry: 

“Trapping” the ball with your foot 
or lower leg is a skill that takes more 
practice than kicking, because the 
ball is always coming at you from a 
different direction, at a different 
angle, with different spin. Each trap 
is slighlty different from the 
previous traps. 

Trapping requires a “soft” foot or 
leg. In order to trap with your right 
foot, all your weight must be on your 
left foot. As the ball is about to make 
contact with your right foot, move 
that foot in the direction of the flight 
of the ball. You don't want the ball to 
hit your foot or leg, but rather you 
want to catch the ball with your foot 
and “nestle” it to the ground, 

When trapping with your leg, use 
the softer inside arca of the calf, 
rather than the hard shin, This will 
give you a better chance to control 
the ball before dribbling or passing 
it 

In order to practice trapping, you

People 
just will not tolerate idiot hunters on 
their land, and who can blame them? 
Bad hunters are the ones who blast 
away at Deer Crossing signs on their 
way to camp. They litter. They open 
pasture gates and leave them open. 
They shoot tractors, cows, horses, 
or else they shoot 100 close to houses 
and busy streets, They shoot at any 
animal in the woods, game or not. 
They love the sound of their guns, 
and they don't care if they what their 
target is. They're just bad news 
And they are ruining the ancient 
and honorable sport of hunting, 


Bad hunters leave their litter and 
damage behind, as an unmistakeable 
sign that hunters came through. The 
net effect is that all hunters are then 
painted with the same brush.

Both to their prey 
and to the land itself. 

The slobs don't care about any of 
that. They go into the woods for the 
sole purpose of enjoying themselves, 
doing whatever they please, without 
a single thought of what's they leave 
behind. Pitiful 

So, our to land is being cut 
off, the woods are looking like the 
town dump of yesteryear, and all 
hunters are taking the blame for the 
thoughuess few. What can we do? 

First, report any violations you see 
to the proper authorities. Capt. Dan 
Lemerise, who is in charge of the 
Environmental Police in the center 
of the state, said there is a toll-free 
number to call in case of violations.

Capt. Lemerise said to call 1-800: 
632-8075 to report anything wrong 
in the woods. The phone is manned 
until 8 p.m., and all later calls will 
be recorded, until the 7 a.m. shift 
arrives. Environmental Police will 
be happy to respond to your call 

If possible, Lemerise said, take the 
hunting license number, or the auto 
license plate number, of violators. 
He said the state can run the hunting 
license number through the state's 
computer, and come up with a name 
in a half hour. Especially get the last 
three digits right, he said, because 
they tell what outlet sold the jerk his 
license. Then the deed is done. 


Upon conviction by the courts, he 
said, an offender will lose his license 
to hunt and fish for one year. Also, 
say in the case of a road sign being 
shot up, the offender must pay tiple

In other cases, Lemerise said, rich 
individuals are buying up big tracts 
of once-open land, then closing it to 
outsiders, so they can hunt alone 


In both events, the average hunter 
is denied access. It's getting tighter 
in most parts of the country, and it 
won't get any better. 

You can't afford to protect your 
uncle or your friend if he's a jerk.

Two years ago Tewksbury's 
Patten Memorial Library began a 
new format card for residents reg- 
istered as borrowers. The cards are 
a part of an automated system. 

There are now 9176 residents of 
Tewksbury with library cards, 
librarian Elisabeth Desmarais told 
the Tewksbury Lions recently 

Patrons seck recreation because 
reading is both relaxing and 
stimulating. It can be an occasion 
of shared family time of parents 
reading to children and children 
reading to parents, and the children 
who are a part of this find it casicr 
to become adept in their own 
reading. 

The residents seck information, 
such as: on what day of the week 
was Christmas in 1945? What is the 
latest Consumer Price Index? What 
is NASA's address? - How do I 
make apple cider? How do I repair 


They seck education, which, in its 
broadest ‘sense is a life-long ex- 
perience, not something confined 
to the first 20 years of a person's 
life. Education is a program for 
personal freedom, and for ex- 
panded horizons. An educated 
society is the basis of our demo- 
cratic way of life. 

The Patten Library has 34,000 
books on all topics, in all reading 
levels, for all ages. There are 150 
magazines, and a dozen newspapers 

The library is bigger than it 
looks. Tewksbury takes advantage 
of shared resources, through par- 
ticipation in the Merrimack Valley 
Library Consortium. More than 
1,000,000 titles are held in 25 
member libraries.

In addition to the funds raised by 
the town meeting the Tewksbury 
Library benefits from a $25,000 
funding in state aid - this because 
the Tewksbury Library meets the 
state’s "Minimum Standards of 
Public Library Service. 

The per capita support of the 
Tewksbury Library is $8.68. This 
is one of the lowest in the 
Merrimack Vallcy. 

Additional funds for library 
materials, services and programs 
come from the Friends of the Li- 
brary. This includes family passes 
to museums and summer children’s 
programs, the Arts Lottery Coun- 
cil, state and federal competitive 
grants, and memorial donations, 

The library has a well used 
collection of video cassettes. It was 
made possible with a bequest of 
$5,000 in memory of Tewksbury's 
late Police Chief Cyril Barker. 

The Tewksbury Library was 
established in 1877. For the first 90 
years it shared quarters with other 
town functions. In 1978 the library 
was moved from cramped quarters 
in the town hall to a one story brick 
structure built to serve exclusively 
as a public library. The building, 
5,880 square feet, was funded by a 
local bond issue, federal funds, and 
local donations, 

Because of steady growth in the 
size of the collection, and the rapid 
growth of library services and 
usage, the building is now too 
small

seating for patrons, problems with

A combination of state and 
federal funding will be sought for 
actual construction costs.

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Beyond Parenting - When Love Gets in the Way 


By PHYLLIS NISSEN 


If you're hot to hammer some 
sense into your kids, better talk to 
‘Tony Ferrara, . 

“I was a high school dropcut, 
and a carpenter for most of my 
life," says Wilmington's Ferrara, 
whose hands-on treatment for 
children and families in trouble is 
built upon a solid foundation of 
common sense. 

Ferrara, now a licensed social 
worker, has treated thousands of 
clients - toddlers to adults - first 
from the Eastern Middlesex 
Guidance Center in Melrose; for 
13 years now from his "mind and 
body" center in the Wilmington 
home he built 34 years ago. 

Weightlifier, professional 
singer, barbershopper. Master car- 


penter, cabinet-maker, founder of 
Lu-Tone Construction. Childhood 
in East Boston. Night school at 
Northeastern. "Conventional 
counscling doesn't go far enough,” 
he says. “There are so many kids 
who can't express themselves, 
who aren't able to be in touch with 
their feelings. 

“I work with the child, the par. 
ents, the teachers. It’s a united 
approach - we all try to go in the 
same direction, Plus I use activi- 
ties so the children can see the 
tangible results of their efforts. 
You can talk about therapy for the 
next 20 years but if nothing hap- 
pens, nothing's going to happen.” 

His message quickly hit home. 
The therapeutic gym program he 
began in Melrose in the mid-'70's 
yielded him state-funding, four

assistants, a secretary, and a flood 
of referrals within its first year 
from Melrose, Wakefield, North 
Reading, Stoncham, and Reading. 
“Lonly had an associate's degree 
yet I was supervising people with 
master’s degrees,” he says, "which 
was unheard of in this field."

"Some kids 
scem to have nothing to offer and 
if they don't have a particular 
strength, we'll try to develop it 
That's why we have weightlifting, 
arts and crafts, ping pong, basket- 
ball, We teach boxing, if neces- 
sary. If you develop a child's 


strengin, boy, now you've gol 
something to work with 

"Another thing we try to do is 
change their role,” he continues. 
"Rather than always being the 
receiver - which is great for the 
person who's giving to these chil- 
dren - we try to give them an 
opportunity to give to others,” 

What docs weightlifting have to 
do with therapy? "I've had a num: 
ber of kids who've been suicidal,” 
he says. "One particular kid was 
n't making it at school, wasn't 
making it at home, had nothing to 
live for. But in evaluating him, we 
found he had a natural physical 
strength. We developed that and 
within three or four months, this 
kid was actually lifting 150 
pounds over his head. 

"For the first time, he was 
excelling and we were able 10 
change his role. He was teaching 
other children and boy, that really 
gave him a spark - because all of a

sudden, he was the one who was 
needed. 

“Being necded is very important 
because many times therapy can 
be counterproductive - as soon as 
you're sick, every person is help- 
ing you and really confirming to 
you that you're a sick person. It's 
very important to change that.” 
Concemed about your kids raising 
the roof? Consult a carpenter - or 
his blueprints for success. Ferrara 
sees himself as a maverick, and 
litled his book "Beyond Parenting 
~ When Love Gets in the Way.” 

“You can be certified, but not 
qualified," he says. “Over the 
years, the Office for Children has 
been here two or three times to 
evaluate me. When I asked to be 
evaluated, they couldn't believe it 
I want to know how I'm doing all 
the time and I feel anyone work- 
ing with children should. That's 
kept me on my toes." 

His “big secret"? Educating 
both child and parents so love 
does not get in the way: he will 
not eat a child unless the parents 
come along. "The things I think 
are most harmful with children 
and people do it with love - are 
overcorrection and overprotec 
tion,” he says. 

These are good traits in the 
sense you want to make sure your 
kid knows what he's doing and 
doesn't get hurt. But to what 
extent? An overcorrective parent 
really projects to the child that no 
matier what he docs, it’s not good 
cnough. 

"Why don't you think before 
you do it? Why don't you do this?

Why don't you do that? How 
come you didn't do it this way’? 

“If you want to destroy a kid 
that's like an erosion. You're con 
stantly saying to that child, "You're 
stupid. You're stupid.’ Not in those 
words - but that’s what's really 
coming through. 

"I've had many kids who were 
suicidal because of that, and their 
parents were the last ones to real 
ize it 

“They have no idea because all 
they know is they love their child 
and they know this is a hard work 
and they want him to learn prop 
erly - but the way they're doing it 
is destructive.” 

According to Ferrara, learning 
to fail is a major step toward suc 
cess, especially when a child is 
too afraid to uy. "We 
how to be successful

mean well. They say ‘Come on, 
John, | know you can do it.’ But 
when they say that, they're saying, 
‘Lexpect it of you. There's no rea- 
son why you should fail.” 

“And the child says to himself, 
‘Oh my God, what if I do try and 
fail? Does that mean I'm an imbe- 
cile?’ That's no problem for some 
capable kids who have known 
success. They can handle that. But 
a child who has poor self-esteem, 
who's not sure of himself - you 
put a tremendous burden on that 
child, 

“The same with an adult. You 
get a job and the boss says, ‘Look, 
there's no reason in the world you 
can't do this.’ And he expects you 
to do it without any problems. My 
God, the pressure just builds and 
builds.” 

Ferrara is into alleviating that 
pressure through a mind and body 
technique that seems to work mir- 
acles, "You have to say to a child, 
‘Ws not that you're stupid, it’s that 
this is so difficult - you'll fail at 
the beginning but that’s part of 
learning," he says. “You'll fail 
many: tines and all of a sudden 
you'll feel so much more at case, 
you'll be able to do it." 

“And once you've said that, 
you've given him the dignity and 
possibility of failing - and what a 
difference that makes! 

“Even if the kid is failing.” 

Could be pingpong, punching, 
woodworking, sketching or mak 
ing change: “I'll say to the child, 
and I really mean it when I do, 
‘Boy, you don't give up. You've 
got a lot of guts. I'm proud of 
you.’ And for that kid, all of a sud 
den, even failure becomes a posi 
tive vehicle! 

“He begins to feel he's being 
recognized for his effort and par- 
ticipation - and now he's willing 
to go on." 

Ferrara feels many kids are pre 
maturely labeled and put on medi- 
cation when all they need is some 
commonsense home remedies. 

"One of the reasons attention span 
is so poor,” he says, "is the 
approach. Kids are uptight. I've 
been able to slow so many hun- 
dreds of kids here by making 
them feel at case, making them 
feel it's okay 10 fail 

"If a kid can accept failure 
you've got a healthy kid who's not 
going to be falling apart having a 
nervous breakdown or thinking of 
suicide. Instead, he's learning how 
to cope with one of the greatest 
causes of depression. We make 
too much of being successful 
going ahcad, being top-dog, num- 
ber one 

"A lot of major problems could 
be prevented very easily if parents 
were trained to approach their 
children properly. Parents mean 
well but there again, love gets in 


the way.” 
Overprotection, same deal 
‘Overprotection is another form 


of love, the same idea of trying to 
protect your child, making sure he 
doesn't get hurt, But when you are 
constantly there to finish things 
for him, to make sure things are

right, your child is never going to 
become a full individual, 

“You've left that kid with a feel- 
ing of emptiness because he really 
isn't making it. When you're not 
around, you've got a child who is 
very fearful so there again, you've 
got to let a kid grow.” 

Ferrara's goal is to make him- 
self obsolete by enabling every- 
one he treats - and those with 
whom they come into daily con- 
tact. "I'm a behaviorist,” he says. 
“Change the behavior, and you 
change the world around you. 

"Psychology in action really 
works,” he continues. "It's a 
shame they make psychology so 
sophisticated. It's really confusing 
- everything's pathology; every- 
thing's mental disease. We're for- 
getting the needs these children 
have - the need to give, be respon- 
sible, be love 

Ferrara's approach is holistic 
and whole family. "I take into 
account siblings, grandparents and 
babysitters,” he says, "because 
they affect this child and if they're 
relating to him in a different way 
than the parents, the kid becomes 
confused. There's a danger he's 
not really your child, not the way 
you want him to be. 

"Even if you're working, you 
can set up a process of behavioral 
management so what you believe 
in and what you expect of the 
child is clear to the person taking 
care of him - so there are no 
inconsistencies.” 

The child holds back, embar- 

; can't read a ruler, can't 
't read a digital clock, 
can't make change; acts out 
Ferrara is often the first to discov- 
cr the reason, "The approach is 
everything. Work with the obvi- 
‘ous first of all,” he says, "That's 
my theory.” 

He believes in short-term thera- 
py. "Therapy averages about 10 
weeks,” he says, "because the par- 
ents become the therapists. If I 
left them out, some of these kids 
would be in therapy the rest of 
their lives. I tell my clients - 
unless it's a really devastating 
case - ‘If you don't see any signifi- 
cant changes within three or four 
visits, you shouldn't come.""

I think you live 
and die a little before you get 
involved in mental health. You've 


done a lot of soul-searching your- 
self. 

"I'm 63. I'm just a kid. 

‘Parents have to start becoming 
their own therapists, but they need 
direction,” he adds. "I've been for- 
tunate - I don't think I'm that 
smart but I can understand human 
nature, and I'm able to utilize that 
understanding. 

"If I had to teach someone 
something that would benefit their 
lives, I'd teach them how to fail 
with dignity."
